Journal  recalls  that  last  June  Mr.  Abcrhart  de- 
nied reports  that  "the  principal  and  Interest  on 
mortgages  would  be  reduced  In  amount  by  pro- 
Tlnelal  leglalatlon."  It  says  that  in  a  littio  more 
than  two  months  Mr.  Aberhart  had  the  Legisla- 
ture pass  "the  precise  sort  of  bill  he  had  oaid 
novor  would  be  passed."  The  Journal  then  enu- 
merates the  vartouff  steps  which.  In  Its  estimation, 
has  led  to  a  state  of  alarm,  one  aspect  of  which 
is  the  flight  of  capital.  These  are  as  follows 

"1.  The  interest  Ruaranteed  on  Alberta  bonds 
was  reduced  by  approximately  50  per  cent  from 
Juno  15  iMt. 

"2  At  the  reRular  scs.slon  of  tlie  Legl.sl^ture 
last  Spring,  a  bill  was  passed,  that  has  not  yet 
boon  proclalOMd.  «nthorlslhg  the  Qd1^0l%ment  to 
substitute  perpetual  stock,  not  redeemable  for 
thirty-five  yoars,  for  outstanding  Alberta  bonds 
Uiat  cftlled  for  payment  In  email  lit  vftfieiM  tutod 
perlod-s. 

"3.  At  the  special  session  during  the  Summer 
an  act  was  passed  which  provided  for  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  principal  of  prlTate  debts  contracted 
prior  to  July  1.  1932,  by  the  amount  of  interest 
paid  In  the  meanwhile  and  for  the  payment  of 
the  roinaining  -prino4pal  in  annual  installments 
during  the  ten  years  following  November  15,.  1937, 
with  no  Interest  to  be  payable  in  that  period. 
This  was  done  in  disiirard  of  and  cnntrary  to 
the  terms  specified  in  mortgages  and  other  docu- 
ments relating  to  the  debts. 

"4.  The  Alberta  Credit  House  Act  ivc  the 
Cabinet  the  power  to  'vary,  add  to  or  supplement' 
Its  provisions  without  further  reference  to  the 
Legislature,  thus  opening  the  door  to  sudden  and 
far-reaching  extensions  of  that  Act. 

"5.  In  three  separate  acts  pas.sed  at  the  special 
Summer  session  the  century -old  right  of  aiHlwal 
to  the  courts  was  further  restricted 

"6.  Cabinet  Ministers  and  Government  mem- 
bers have  made  various  threats  In  public  ad- 
dre.s.ses  as  to  unspeclhcd  things  that  were  going 
to  liappen  to  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  retail- 
ers and  others  who  opposed  Government  policies. 

"7  Intolernnce  nf  nrcani/atlnns  and  indivlfluals 
who  presumed  to  criticize  policies  of  tlie  Govern- 
ment has  been  manifested  frequently  by  its  mem- 
bers. Thus  the  Premier  intimated  that  organiza- 
tions like  tht  Edmonton  Chamber  of  Commerce 
should  be  'seen  and  not  heard'. 

■  8  The  thrrat  to  license  the  press  Is  interpreted 
by  many  as  likely  to  be  carried  out  only  if  the 
Oovemment  proposes  to  do  things  which  it  does 
not  want  tho  public  to  know  about." 


Almost  unnoticed  a  very  considerable  area  has 
bemi  added  to  the  British  Empire,  and  its  bounds 
are  being  set  wider  still  and  wider  A  recent 
proclamation  at  Canberra  added  to  the  Common- 
wealth an  area  as  big  as  the  Island  Continent 
Itself  in  the  assumption  of  control  of  all  Ant- 
arctica south  of  tilt-  60th  parallel  betwern  160 
degrees  and  45  degrees  east  longitude,  e.xcept 
Adelie  Land,  which  Is  under  French  control.  As 
well,  northward  from  Thursday  Island  and  Papua 
another  tract  stretching  to  the  Equator  and  com- 
prising the  mandated  territory  of  New  Guinea 
and  adjacent  islands  together  with  the  Bismarck 
Archipelago  and  the  two  northwestern  Solomon 
Islands  have  been  added  to  Australian  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

This  addition  of  territory  will  add  hardly  at 
all  to  population,  but  very  substantially  to  square 
mileage.  Australia  proper  is  almost  as  larnf  a.s 
the  United  States  with  2.974.581  square  miles, 
but  the  population  Is  still  under  7.000.000.  Wrlt-

..V4WTOFUL  CRIMINALS 


In  Great  Britain  it  Is  being  found  that  there  is 

danger  in  short  sentences  for  younR  nfTciiders  It 
is  being  pointed  out  that  magistrates  arc  falling 
to  learn  tho  lessons  of  experience.  During  193S 
no  fewer  than  2.380  ofTenders  between  the  ap;es 
of  sixteen  and  twenty-one  were  sent  to  prison, 
and  of  these  1,2SB  were  committed  for  less  ttian 
one  month.  These  short  sent«>rM  did  rml  prove 
deterrents  to  crime.  They  had  the  eflect  of 
familiarizing  young  offenders,  by  easy  stages, 
with  prison  conditions,  and  during  their  expe- 
rience there  waji  no  wholesale  training  or  re- 
formative influences  put  to  work.  The  lesson  Is 
that  tlie  existing  system  of  thrusting  homeless 
and  young  and  penniless  persons  on  the  streets 
straight  from  prison  is  not  a  success,  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  tends  towards  the  manufacturing 
of  criminals.  The  plea  Is  for  supervision  of  young 
offenders,  for  the  giving  of  longer  sentences,  dur- 
ing the  serving  of  which  reformative  influences 
are  .set  at  work,  and  release  should  be  followed 
by  a  period  of  guidance  and  efforts  to  set  the 
Juvenile  offendera  on  the  right  path. 

History  may  be  taught  for  a  variety  of  purposes. 
It  can  be  the  means  of  promoting  patriotism,  or 
internationalism,  or  imperialism,  or  anti-.Semit- 
ism.  or  militarism,  or  pacifism,  or  Catholicism,  or 
Communism,  and.  Indeed,  much  else.  For  what 
purpose  is  it  beinK  taiicht  In  the  schools  of  Brit- 
ish Calumbia?  The  textbook  on  the  curriculum 
of  the  High  Schools  dealing  with  civilization  in 
Europe  Is  an  American  product,  and  the  trend  of 
that  civilization  is  visualized  through  American 
eyes.  There  are  other  textbooks  on  the  subject 
that  could  be  of  greater  value  from  the  Canadian 
standpoint.  After  all  there  are  those  who  know 
more  alx>ut  European  history  than  American 
textbook  writers.  There  are  more  Impartial  re- 
views, and  history  should  be  an  Impartial  and 
dispassionate  subject.  To  regard  it  otherwise  is 
dishonest  thinking.

And,  some- 
times, it  puts  a  strain  upon  tiie  but- 
tons of  the  suit:  not  that  they  pop 
or  ;uiylhuig  like  that,  but  jiist  that 
they  arc  stretched  very  tight.

Straw  votes  are  participated  in  by  only  an  infini- 
tesimal fraction  of  the  pripulation.  but  they  are 
believed  to  .show  the  direction  of  a  political  wind. 

If  President  Roo.sevelt  is  re-eiected  it  will  l)e 
as  much  a  triumph  for  his  personality  as  for  his 
policies.  It  is.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  in  spite  of  his 
policies  and  not  becatise  of  them  that  a  measure 
of  prosperity  has  been  restored  to  the  United 
States.  That  doontry  has  participated  in  the 
general  world  recovery  due  to  conditions  over 
which  Mr.  Roo.sevelt  has  no  control,  and  it  may 
be  recalled  that  most  of  his  poUcies  embodied  In 
the  New  Deal  were  upset  by  the  courts  To  the 
extent,  therefore,  that  the  United  States,.,  is 
emerging  from  an  era  of  depression  many  of 
the  policies  a.ssociated  with  the  Pre-sldent's  name 
were^jinneccssary.  The  permanence  of  the  re- 
covery Will  depend  on  International  conditions, 
not  on  the  proliflr  expenditures  made  In  the 
United  Stales  so  as  to  bolster  up  industry  by 
subsidies  and  In  other  ways.
